Top Court Slashes 
Fine for Miners to 
Total of $700,000 

WASHINGTON, March 6 (/P)— The' supreme court today upheld the contempt convictions 
of John L. Lewis and hlfl United Mine Workers." The high tribunal at the same time upheld ■■ 
the SIO.OOO fine imposed on Lewis but ordered the $3,500,000 fine assessed againat the 
United Mine Workers reduced lo $700,000. 

The penalties grew out of Lewis' refusal to obey a court order intended to head off tho 
17-day soft coal strike lost November. 

The supreme court's lond-waited decblon was announced as the court met for a regular 
arifument session. Ordinarily, tho highest tribunal announces decisions only on Mondays. 
Today's action caught everybody by- surprise. Chief JubUcc Vinson delivered the opinion 
of the majority. Justices Murphy and Rutledgo wrote diaacnting opinions. 

Justice Frankfurter wrote a concurring opinion. JuatlccB Blade and Douglas each wrote 
an opinion In which they concurred In part and dissented In part 

The court majority ruled that neither tho Norris-LaGuordin act nor the war labor dls- 
putes act barred tho government from obtaining the injunction which resulted in the con- 
tempt proceedings. 



It was this injunction that 
Lewis and tho miners union 
were accuaed of flouting. 

After the case had been 
appealed directly to tho su- 
preme court, Lewis suddenly 
ordered hia miners back to 
work, on Dec. 7. He soid ho 
wanted the -supremo court 
freed of any public hysteria 
in weighing the Issues. 
Chief Justice Vinson In his opln- 
n said that the trial court properly 
found the defendants In the Lewis 
case EULlty of both criminal and civil 
contempt.

In those clubs were found quan- 
tltlea of bottles with ficticious 
namu, or no names at all. Bottles 
and. In some Instances, cases of 
liquor bearing no stamps were found. 
In one liutance, a block of 200 
stamps was found In a locked desk 
belonging to the club. Ttie operators 
ol the club had not even token the

ERSOn 
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TOO MUCH HISTORY? 
EveT7 few months, it sccma, somebody ila- 
covera the answer to "Whnfa wrong with 
America?" Not long ago Philip Wyllc diag- 
nosed ''.momlam" as the single caiue or moat 
of our' Individual and natlonjil ills. Now 
Prof. Qarrctt Mattingly ol Cooper Union In 
New York City has a new one. 

The trouble, he says. Is that wc over- 
emphasize the teaching of American history 
In our schools. He perceives a distorted nn' 
tlonalism and cultural isolation 0.1 n result, 
Professor Mattingly told this to a group of 
leading educators at Princeton university' 
International conference on educational 
problems. Nobody contradicted ,hlm, so 
maybe he's right. But we can't help recall 
Ing the questionnaire on American history 
which the New York Times submitted to 
nationwide selection of high school graduates 
three or four years ago. 

Though WB don't remember any specific 
Instances, the results were appalling. Some 
of the answers were howllngly funny until 
one stopped to realize the pathetic Ignorance 
that had produced them. As a result of this 
poll, several states made the teaching of 
American history compulsory, 

Perbap3,the emphasis has now swung the 
other way. But even so It seems unlikely that 
It could have produced these dlro results. 
We doubt that American minds are grow- 
ing more dlstortedly nationalistic. Nor Is 
there any dead level of thinking among our 
youth on the subjects of which Professor 
Mattingly speaks. 

Furthermore, Isolatlonbm and twisted na- 
tionalism are not chiefly products of the 
history classroom. They are affirmed or 
denied by home teaching and environment. 
These In turn are shaped by many Influences 
» —the neighborhood, the section of the coun- 
try, the parents' occupation, economic post- 
. tloiunclal origin, and so on. These are Butely 
; ft tailiortant ay the sketchy instruction 
itUc^BTade and high school pupils ncces- 
'sari!j>^et In so vast &nd complex a subject 
as world history. 

Professor Mattingly must agree that the 
evils of which he complains have been more 
prevalent In past years than they are now. 
They are still strong, of course. But they 
seem even stronger as the world draws more 
closely together, and the United States as- 
sumes a more Important role In world affairs. 

World history must be taught to the 
youngsters who will help shape future his- 
tory. It scarcely seems dangerous if they 
devote even more time to learning of their 
own country and its people. 



nUSSIA'S ATOMIC SECRETS 
The statement of Dr. Werner Hejsenberg. 
German atomic scientist, that three of his 
inost eminent Qerrnan colleagues are work- 
ing for the Russians Is not unbelievable, or 
even surprising. Neither Is his claim that 
after reading the Smythe report he knew 
"exactly what was done, except for some 
amall technical details," In making the Amer- 
ican atomic bomb. 

There Is an interesting comment on this 
. piece of news— though the comment preceded 
the news— In Louis Rldenour's review of a 
new biography of Albert Einstein In the New 
York Times. 

Said Mr. Rldenour: "Nuclear physics, one 
of the most recondite branches of fundamen- 
tal science, Is currently a political football. 
We arc now beset with spy-mnnia and love of 
secrecy to such an extent that it will come as 
a distinct shock to the public, three or four 
years hence, when the first atomic bomb Li 
Bet off by Russia. 

"This phenomenon will be attributed to 
leaks' of information from disaffected 
EcIentlEls. not to the well-known fact that 
men who ask a given question of nature al- 
ways get the same answer, whatever their 
■ nationality." 

One may disagree with Mr. Rldenour's dim 
view of the future without quarreling with 
the soundness of his observation. For it does 
seem evident that most of our atomic secrets 
must be In the fields of engineering and pro- 
duction, rather than on physical reaction. 

Even those of us who know as little about 
isotopes and neutrons as Senator McKellar 
must suspect at times that the Russians at 
least know how to make an atomic bomb. It 
W0UI4 be more pertinent, perhaps, to know 
whether they have the raiy materials, power, 
nnd huge Industrial setup necessary for the 
undertaking. 

Then there Is always the possibility that 
Russian scientists, with German help, are 
ieeking a different source of atomic energy 
and cheaper ways of releasing and control- 
ling It. 

In other words. Russia has some atomic 
secrets of her owil And It is up ^ our own 
scientists tq Jceep alert and on the Job until 
an International system of atomic energy 
control is set up and lunctioning: Zf we are 
most keep ahead. And perhaps 
Otaginteiulve research will be the 
bt, espionage as long as secrets 
■^—rmitta exist.

Owen Brewster's plan for Installing new safety 
devices, glide or beam, at the naUon'a commercial 
airports. It appears to be a fight between hometown, 
boomtown promoters and human lives. 

The great obstacle In the way of Installation ot 
necessary safety facillUes has been the expense. It 
Is esUmaled tliat the original cost will amount to about 
$50,000,000. After making a study of recent air acci- 
dents. Senator Brewster has proposed that about 
H!,000,000 previously allocated tor construction ot new 
airfields be shifted to the gllde-and-beam account.

Trunion's demise. unUl 1053. For Martin would

The United Auto Worken of the 
CIO Is having financial problems. 
In a business Ilnn. such a condition, 
under comparable drcunutarices, 
might nail for a court action, rtor- 
gonlcatlon, per- 
hapt a recelTcr- 
ihlp, and poulbly 
bankniptcy. In a 
union no such 
course la possible. 
The Interests of 
the Individual 
member! are out- 
side the Jurisdic- 
tion of tU courts 
and other public 
■gendes. 

The reason lies 
In the fact that 
unions are governed by pohtlcal 
process, subject to no Intrusion by 
government, whereas. In buitneso, 
evenjuninoilty of atockholdera may 
Invoke the low to protect their in- 
vestments against not only criminal 
activity by the company officers but 
ugulnst mismanagement. The union 
members do have individual eco- 
nomic ngliLi at stake, but these 
have no existence In law. 

The DAW now Is aald to ha' 
about SOO.OOO members. Some of thi 
oftlclnis ot the Teamstera" union of 
the AFL claim that they hove DOO.- 
000 members In all categories, in 
eluding even Uttle bobby-aox clerks 
In wurehouies and milkers on Cali- 
fornia dairy forms. At any rate, 
the UAW is one of the lorgtit unlona 
and may be actually the largest, 
numerically In the country. 

Bom of violence under flnondol 
subsidy ot tho United Mine Workers, 
which poured 17,000.000 Into the or- 
ganlzotlon ot the CIO, the UAW had 
been a political entity almost from 
tt« beginning. The governing board 
casts about ISOO votes In % dIvLilon 
similar to sny other rivalry of polit- 
ical factions, whether In a parlia- 
ment or a policy meeting of a party 
between conventions. 

Policies ore Issues of conflict be- 
tween rival focUons adhering 
rival polltlclsns and the factions will 
mutually damn the policies of one 
another as reactionary or disruptive. 
Sometimes, In to doing, a minority 
faction wtll find Itself repeating 
faithfully the very samo objections 
to the official policy of the ruling 
group that are advanced by the em- 
ployers themaelvei. 

Only In tho most formal tense < 
the offldols of such big unlona evi 
pretend that the non-pollUcal rank 
and lUo workers, uneducated In 
Ideology, aro Intelilsently aware of 
the Issues and genuinely partisan. 
In most cotes ihey are voted In 
blocks, as tho delegates, under group 
leadership, in tho natlonol nom- 
inating conventions ot the two bli 
parties, speak for tho faceless non- 
entitles bock homo who eventuolly 
wlil vote tor the party nominees. 

During tho war, tho UAW enjoyed 
the favor of the government and a 
Job monopob' In many of the moat 
Important war Industries. The fa- 
mous "no strike pledge" given by tho 
API. and tho 010 became a derisive 
byword in the presence ot slowdovms 
and Qultlings over trivial grievances

To the unions, tbe Roosevelt side 
of the pledge wu worth hundreds 
of millions. To the worken. It meant 
billions In ntr& pay for technical 
overtime, meentng work beyond tO 
houra In a week, work on week-ends 
and holiday time. 

It meant InfloUoo for all. how- 
ever, so the net profit to most of 
those who drew this bonus money 
was practically nothing. The with- 
holding process wis adopted to re- 
capture some of It. a tacit admlssjc 
that it-was absurd to pay trOSMB 
£0 per cent bonus for a lew hours 
beyond W In a week when eleven 
million were working and Ilghthig 
for standard pay and much less ot it 
for as many hours as the occasions 
required. 

There Is no suggestion of larceny 
in the administration dl the UAWs 
fund in the national odmlnlstntion 
ot the union, there Is, however, 
ground tor cntidsm ot the union 
management In colling the- great 
General Motors strike which ran 
more than 100 days In winter, start< 
ing Nov. 30, IMS. About 300.000 
workers were token off the payrolls 
In that historic struggle hi the 
oounie of whld) the "outs" ridiculed 
the ■"ability to pay" principle 
vanced by Walter P. Reuthcr, the 
president. 

R. J. Thomas, whom Iteuther had 
deposed as president, ond Oeorge P. 
Addes, the secretary - treasurer, 
couldnt resist tha opportunity to 
blast him. Reuther had seemed to 
think that this Idea would be letdi- 
Ing. If the boss made higher profile 
the help should get more pay In 
proportion. His opponents helped 
all over him. To them. It meant 
that II the bosKs were lazy. Iheftl- 
clent or sicrw to adopt new methods 
ond were content with his old rate 
ot profit; the workers' wages would 
be sUlled. 

This WIS a terrible strike and the 
UAW didn't win It. Tbe workers, of 
course, lost heavily In wages. Many 
of them will not live to recoup hi 
the raises which they won the 
money they lost totally In those 
three months. 

In March, 1M6, Mrs. ^Roosevelt 
ond a standard lUtot honorary and 
vicarious bleedlng-hearta got out a 
mimeographsd appeal tor a relief 
fund which was mailed to ft stsmd- 
ard sucker list, with the tempting 
reminder that contributions would 
bo "tox eiempt." 

"Hunger," the tetter sold, "muil 
not be tued os a weapon against 
American workers." This prompted 



the logical replj that It wtssT OtS' 
ml Moton wtilch hod innicted 
hunger oo theee 900,000 vorfcen and 
their dependents, btit the Uolted 
Auto Woifcerv of tha dO throoih 
iU goremlns poUUciont. Hone ot 
the blecdtng>beKrt> ooold dispose of 
the foot thot tbe hunger eould b« 
relieved whenever Reuther sold thi 
word that would leli the pemle sign 
the poyioH ocKln. Meanwhile, OM 
stockholders, dependent on eani* 
ings Itom their Inreetments, were 
presumed to be sutferlnt denial, 
but no appeal was Issued for mmej 
to feed them. 

Altogether, It wu a bod strike 
from the union's own standpoint, 
arduous, 111-Umed end unpmtltobls. 
The current duricultles of the UAW 
tn the trtasuTT are largely attribut- 
able to this act of higher union 
management. 

The unloneers reslsb all Intrusion 
by government Into their aftotrs 
lor tome valid rtosons but olso for 
other reasons unspoken. One is that 
In almilar conditions a wise gavem- 
meot might Intervene to protect the 
Intereate of the Involimtan' mem- 
bers from the tuwUdom of the high 
management In pursuit ot a "poUcy" 
adopted by a group ot polltlclani 
at the top. remoto and aloof from 
the Individual neccesltles of human 
beings In tbe breadlines.
